REMARKS 

Applicants acknowledge receipt of an Office Action dated November 9, 2007. In this 
response. Applicants have amended claim 10 to incorporate the subject matter of claim 1, and 
have amended claim 1 1 to incorporate the subject matter of claims 1 and 7. Applicants have 
cancelled claims 1, 7, and 18 without prejudice or disclaimer. Additionally, Applicants have 
amended claims 2-3, 12-13, and 17 to depend from claim 10, and have amended claims 8-9 to 
depend from claim 1 1 . Applicants have added new claims 1 9-22 to depend from claim 1 1 . 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants acknowledge, with appreciation, the PTO's indication, on page 5 of the 
Office Action, that claims 10 and 1 1 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the subject matter of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In this response, Applicants have redrafted claims 10 and 1 1 in independent form, in 
each case incorporating all of the subject matter of the corresponding base claim(s). In view 
of these amendments, Applicants submit that claims 10 and 1 1 are now in prima facie 
allowable form. Additionally, claims 2-3, 12-13, and 17 have been amended to depend from 
allowable claim 10, and claims 8-9 have been amended to depend from allowable claim 11. 
In addition, new claims 19-22 have been added to depend from allowable claim 1 1 . As such, 
claims 2-4, 8-9, 12-17, and 19-22 are also believed to be in prima facie allowable form at 
least as a result of their dependency from one of independent claims 10 or 1 1 . 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the PTO has rejected claims 1-4, 7-9, and 12-13 under 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent 4,461,499 to Himter et al In 
addition, on page 3 of the Office Action, the PTO has rejected claims 1-2 and 13-18 under 35 
U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Publication 
4,463,975 to McCord. Applicants have cancelled claims 1, 7, and 18. Additionally, 
Applicants have amended claims 2-3, 12-13, and 17 to depend from allowable claim 10, and 
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have amended claims 8-9 to depend from allowable claim 11. 

Consequently, the outstanding rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102 are moot. In view of 
the foregoing, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
outstanding rejections under §102. 



Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
